France's sudden solicitude for the Ar- 


menians is suspicious. 
The eloquent 


Kcne Vivian i may have something up his 
sleeve. His efforts to pledge the League 
of Nations to search the world for a coun- 
try willing to save Armenia are the re- 
sult of too rapid a conversion. 
Never 


before has Prance been alarmed for the 
security of the Armenians. 
France has 


been content to let Armenians and Turks 
fight their own battles. 


Btrt, of late, the soviet troops in the 


Caucasus have Grossed from Russian Ar- 
menia into Turkish Armenia. 
Propa- 


ganda to convert the Armenians to Bol- 
shevism is on the increase. A recent Bol- 
sheviki congress in the Caucasus pledged 
universal brotherhood to Christian Ar- 
menians and followers of Oriental creeds 
alike. 


Prance's alarm for the safety of Ar- 


TOCTians undoubtedly is the result of the 
Bolshevikis' entrance upon the scene. 
JPrance pretends in one sentence that she 
desires to save Armenia from Turkish 
massacres, and in the next sentence sug- 
gests the great powers negotiate with the 
Turkish rebel hordes in Armenia as with 
a sovereign government. 


Prance's invitation to Armenia has the 


appearance of a skillfully concealed plan 
to involve the United States in armed con- 
flict with the soviet forces nf the Cau- 
casus. Prance's policy of fishtins the Bol- 
sheviki from without Russia has prnven- a 
dismal failure. 
Prance's Russian policy 


is as bankrupt as Russia herself. 


But. if Prance can persuade America to 


send an army to Armenia. France knows 
tbc American troops eventually win have 
tn face Russian troops. 
Once that hap- 


pens Prance believes the lo*ic of events 
may range America on France's side in ac- 
tive opposition to Russia. If that is her 
purpose. Prance is wastine her time. 
French diplomacy will not involv^ the 
United" States in any such undertaking. 


A CALL FOR MR. ROOT 


The political gossips are making cabin- 


ets for Mr. Harding pretty rapidly these 
days and taking them down again over 
night, but a significant thing is that most 
of them agree that Blihu Root will not be 
secretary of state and that the choice lies 
between Knox and Lodge. Harding, the 
insiders hint, has a temperamental aver- 
sion to Root, 
But in his speech accept- 


ing the Republican nomination Senator 
Harding saidj 


Oar vision includes more than a chief execu- 


tive. We believe in a cabinet of highest capaci- 
ty, equal to the responsibilities whir h our system 
contemplates, in whose councils the vice prf&i- 
dent, second official of the republic, sl.all be asked 
to participate. 


If "Harding believes in a cabinet of 


highest capacity, if he wants counselors 
rather than mere heads of departments 
about him, he cannot draw up a cabinet 
list that will ignore Eliho. Root. 


There are many who regard Root as 


the foremost man in public life in the 
United States today; the man best fitted 
to help solve the many complicated prob- 
lems that await the next administration. 
Certainly in the regard and respect of 
Europe he, since the collapse, of Mr. "Wil- 
son, stands higher than any other Amer- 
ican and it is probable that every eight 
out of ten members of the Republican par- 
ty if asked their choice as the president's 
chief adviser and director of our diploma- 
cy would name Elihu Root. 


Lincoln may have had his tempera- 


mental aversions, too, but as in the case 
of Stanton and others he unhesitatingly 
picked the men best fitted for the job. 
Unless the burdens of age press too heavi- 
ly upon him to permit of active service the 
American public will be seriously disap- 
pointed if Root is not included when Mr. 
Harding makes his cabinet selections. 


THE FABMER'S PROBLEM 


Holding movements and reduced acre- 


age proposals on the part of farmers have 
reached the stage where serious develop- 
ment! may f&llow. 
Cotton growers are 


holding their bales for increased price* 
and cotton interests are advocating an 
acreage reduction next year ranging 
from one-third to one-half. Many wheat 
growers are holding their wheat for a 
higher price anl talkiug of decreased 
production next year. 
The same is true 


of corn and other staples. The nation as 
a whole welcomed a fall in prices. But, 
unfortunately, prices to the farmer fell 
far more than they have to the consum- 
er. 
Crops made under the most expen- 


sive conditions suddenly declined below 
the production cost. 
As in many former 


years, the big drop caine just in time to 
catch the gro%ver at the marketing season, 


There has long been speculation about 


what would happen if the farmer ever 
struck. He never has and probably never 
will. But such movements as the present 
campaign for crop holding and crop re- 
duction may reach the stage where some 
of the effects of a farm strike will result. 


There is enough money in the market- 


ing of raw materials to pay the farmer 
his expenses and a fair profit for his in- 
vestment and labor. 
But too much of 


this money is taken out as tolls on the long 
road from the farmer to the consumer. 
The real producer doesn't get it. • 


Legislation cannot control prices. But 


government agencies can help solve the 
problem of bringing the farmer more 
closely in touch with the market, and the 
market more closely in touch with the ul- 
timate consumer. The work is a large one 
and will take time, and the need for be- 
ginning it is very great.

MALARIA AND TUBERCULOSIS 


The other day I referred to the waywardness ot 


tuberculosis of the lungs In respect to the mode of 
onset of this common disease, and mentioned fre- 
quent modes of onaot which might not arouse the 
suspicion of the untrained observer, as, for instance, 
onset with obstinate so-called "dyspepsia" In frail, 
poorly developed young persons who are anemic. 


In certain regions of the country where malaria 


fever and ague) really does prevail at present or 
has prevailed In the past, an error frequently made 
by the laity and perhaps-still made occasionally by 
some careless doctor, Is the confusion of beginning 
tuberculosis of the lungs with malaria. 


MaJaria, as everyone now knows or should know, 


is caused by inoculation of the victim, and only by 
inoculation. The inoculating agent is one breed of 
mosquito called Anopheles. This night-flying pest 
differs from the common harmless mosquito of this 
country in sitting almost at right angles upon a 
surface, whereas the ordinary harmless mosquito 
sits with body parallel with the surface. The mal- 
aria-carrying mosquito becomes infected with the 
malaria parasites by drinking the blood of a person 
who has malaria, and conveys the parasites to the 
blood of the person subsequently bitten. 


being bitten by a. mosquito of this breed 


which has had previous access to an individual with 
malaria, it is impossible for one to contract malaria. 
Therefore, all ancient theories and fancies concern- 
ing damp or swampy ground, fresh turned earth, 
and the like, must be discarded, except in so far 
as even a cowtrack or a. tomato can or an obstruct- 
ed eave trough filled with water for ten days at a 
lime may furnish the necessary stagnant pool for 
breeding mosquitoes. 


The characteristic sequence of symptoms 
from 


which malaria receives its common name of "fever 
and ague," namely, chill followed by 
fever 
and 


sweating, may occur in other conditions than mal- 
aria. Chill, fever and sweat often signify the devel- 
opment of an abscess somewhere in the body. Some- 
'imes chill, fever and sweat occur in acute septlcema 


i f"blood poisoning") In cases of accidental wounds in- 
fected at the time of accident or through Improper 
care after the accident. In the past, and in unen- 
lightened communities even at present, the occur- 
rence of chill, followed by high fever and sweat in 
the days following childbirth has too often been 
misinterpreted as "malaria." 


In certain cases of beginning or incipient lung 


tuberculosis the patient suffers repeated and some- 
times regularly recurring attacks of chill, fever and 
sweating. If this happens in a district where the or- 
dinary malaria or fever and ague is prevalent, there 
is danger of confounding the tuberculosis with that 
disease. 
This danger is entirely obviated 
if 
the 


physician is careful enough to examine the naked 
chest.

On the whole, the professors seem 


to be, losing out. They ustJd to Inveigh 
acrainst dances and against athletics, 
but now the social and athletic life of 
most colleges goos on without any re- 
proach from 
the faculties. The au- 


thorities have capitulated 
partly be- 


cause they had to do so, and partly 
Because they found that athletics, es- 
pecially, were an excellent advertise^ 
ment and thereby a help in getting 
more students and in building up the 
colleges. Fraternities now flourish in 
nost colleges without restraint, and 
:he ancient and honorable practice of 
lazing, although it is always the sub- 
ect of criticism and punishment, is 
>y no means extinct. 


The professors are really bound to 


ose- out in the long run, because the 
students will not attend 
a college 


where the most exciting and interest- 
ng of activities are curtailed. • The 
average college president 
wants to 


make his Institution an austere and 
dignified stronghold 
of scholarship, 


5ut he also wants to get as many stu- 
dents as possible. 
The competition 


'or students is keen, and the students 
nsist on going where they can have 


time. Hence 
the 
president 


and his faculty members find them- 
selves between 
the devil of student 


barbarism and the deep blue sea of 
oblivion, and the betting is generally 
on the devil. 


Professors and Students Differ 
To a man who spent four years in 


two colleges, 
visited various others, 


and belonged to both a national and 
local fraternity, 
it looks as though 


this lamentable conflict between the 
professors and the students is due to 
fundamental difference of viewpoint. 


A college or university is theoretical- 


ly a place of study. 
The student is 


supposed to come there because he 
wants to study. He is released from 
the close restrictions 
of 
grammar 


school education because he is sup- 
posed to bo mature enough not to use 
his freedom in a way that will inter- 
fere with the pursuit of knowledge. 


That is the theory upon which the 


professors art, and upon which some 
of the students act—especially those 
who :iro getting: through college with 
difficulty nnd studying some special or 
technical line by which they expect to 
make their livings. It is decidedly not 
the way the majoriy of undergradu- 
ates look at the matter. 
They go to 


college for a prood time. They regard 
it as an escape from parental super- 
vision, and a chance to spend a little 
of Dad's money without his direct ad- 
•?ico or nssistanee. 
Tn a. word, 
the 


average undergraduate regards col- 
lege ns rm opportunity to assert his 
individuality, 
which is essentially a 


barbaric individuality. 


The* Barbaric Student 


Tt has been stated many times that 


each Individual in the course of his 
development repeats 
all tho stages 


by the students and not tor the fmail> 
ty. Is a -typical barbarism. 


Thus all barbarisms go In tw «tab- 


oraU organization. Tho loos* tribAll 
organization of aavageft in superseded 
by a complex hierarchy 
of powers, 


ranging from the head shamans and 
medicine men down to the common 
warriors. Each of these erodes is 
highly organised In a secret knd mys- 
terious fashion, each Is highly Jealous 
of its own rights and of its superiors. 


This {s exactly what you see tn col- 


leges. The freshman, if he Is a like- 
ly fellow, with money In his pocket, 
makes a fraternity his first year. In 
one -typical college, h* may mak* a 
certain ribbon society his second year, 
another his third year, 
and a still 


higher and more esoteric organisation 
his fourth year. Bach of these organ- 
izations is a step on the social ladder. 
Each of them puts him through a 
more or less harrowlnsr initiation, and 
each gives him the right to wear cer- 
tain decorations, and to deal in cer- 
tain mystical signs, passwords, and 
hand grips. And the chiefs of these 
various organizations 
are the high 


priests of the college. They are looked 
up to and venerated by all. They hold 
the power of social life and death. 


College Boys Like Indians 


All of this is almost 
exactly like 


the organization of a Pueblo Indian 
village. 
Tho analogy cannot be here 


described in detail, but it is striking:. 
The same secret organizations, 
the 


same high priests, the same cruel and 
extravagant Initiations, and the .same 
mystic grunts and grips are found in 
each.

Trade Practice. 


The newly established 
fabricated 


production department of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
is already at work on the problems of 
merchandising and distribution, 
ac- 


cording to reports received by the Ap- 
pleton Chamber of Commerce, which 
is a member of the national body and 
enjoys the services of this department. 


The department's 
latest bulletin 


contains a comprehensive discussion 
of the trade practice known as "guar- 
antee against price decline," compiled 
from a hearing before 
the federal 


trade commission. A copy of the bul 
letln ia kept on file at the local office 
for the use of members. 


This trade practice* provides that 


when a manufacturer disposes of a 
commodity at a stated price and obli- 
gates himself, in the event of a decline 
iu price, to rebate to the purchaser at 
some future settlement date agreed 
upon the difference between .the stated 
price at the date of sale and the re- 
duced price at which the purchaser 
may be obliged to resell, between the 
date of sale and the date of settlement. 


This trade custom is used in a wide 


variety of forms which have made it 
so extreme as to attract 
criticism 


Some of these are: Guarantee againsl 
decline until date of shipment, until 
ctate of delivery, until a fixed date, un- 
til the goods are sold, or against de- 
cline of the vendor's price or the de- 
cline of a market price. 


Makes Business Good 


Many manufacturers favor the prac- 


tice because it assures them of or- 
ders, 
makes 
production 
problems 


easier, effects economies in buying anc 
production and in other ways, and pre 
vents the prevailing practice of can 
celling orders in a falling market. 11 
is said to generally stabilize market 
prices. 
Wholesalers and retailers like the 


practice because it simplifies the prob- 
lem of keeping up pood stocks, enables 
buying in larger quantities, and shifts 
the responsibility for fixing prices up- 
on the manufacturer, because he is 
better posted ia the prices of raw ma- 
terials.
